A Gove Elementary School 
teacher was killed Thursday 
when his eastbound car collided 
head-on with a westbound pick- 
up truck in the westbound lane 
of.CR 880, in what became a 
chain reaction collision that sent 
a'second vehicle into the ditch 


ing the driver to go into labor. 
‘According to a press rélease 
prepared by Palm Beach County 
Sheriff's Office - investigator 
Larry Colagiovanni, Fernando 
Dominguez-Romero, 333. а 
native of Spain who had come to 
Gove three years ago to teach in 
the bilingual program at ‘the 
school, was driving his 1993 
Toyota Tercel east on CR 880, 
two miles east of Brown's Farm 
Road. when his car drifted into 
the westbound lane at approxi- 
mately 3:20 p.m. last Thursday. 
Blanche Byron, 37, was west- 
bound, and swerved to the west 
side of the road to avoid collid- 
ing head-on. The driver's side of 
Mr.-Dominguez-Romero's vehi- 
cle struck Ms. Byron's 1999 
Ford Contour, causing it to 
scrape the guardrail, striking it 
again on the driver's side as he 
passed. Ms, Byron's car then 
swerved across both lanes of 
traffic and into the canal on the

Detective Colagiovanni said. 

Mr. Dominguez-Romero's 
vehicle continued traveling east 
in thé westbound lane. colliding 
head-on with^a 1994 Nissan 
truck driven by Pierre G

Beach, who was traveling west. 
A fourth vehicle, a 1995 Ford 
van driven by Jerry Castillo, 42. 
was behind Mr. Richmond and 
rear-ended his vehicle following 
the crash. 

Ms. Byron, nine montlis 
pregnant, went into labor follow. 
ing the accident and was taken 
to Glades General Hospital 
where she gave birth (о а baby 
girl. during, an emergency 
Cesarean section. 

Mr Richmond and one of his 
passengers, Muracin Vilceus, 
49. also of West/Ralm Beach, 
were flown to St.Mary's Medical 
Center with serious injuries, A 
third passenger in Richmond's 
vehicle, Jt Тейвте, 39, of 
West Palm Beach was taken to 
Glades General. Mr. Castillo 
received minor injuries and was 
treated and released at Glades 
General Hospital 

Mr. Dominguez-Romero was 
pronoünced dead at the scene
